THE OUTSIDE OF THE STRUCTURE WAS BIG, LARGE, SQUARE, POINTED

POWERFUL. THEY WERE HIRED BY A MAN HIGHER IN STATUS THAN 
THEMSELVES AND WERE CHOSEN TO DO A JOB WHICH CONSISTS OF GOING 
OUT AND MEETING WITH PEOPLE AND GOING OVER PAPER WORK. THESE MEN 
ARE CONCERNED WITH ISSUES OF A POLITICAL NATURE. ALTHOUGH I 
COULD SENSE THAT THESE MEN WERE SOMEHOW CONNECTED TO OR CONCERNED 
WITH THE MILITARY, THEIR PRIMARY ROLES ARE POLITICAL. THESE MEN

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DURING TODAY'S SESSION, THE INTERVIEWER FIRST ASKED ME

EARLIER SESSION. I SHALL REFER TO THIS PIECE OF CLOTH AS A 
FLAG. I FIRST REPORTED THAT THE FLAG WAS OUTSIDE AND WAS 
FLAPPING. I COULD SEE MEN HOLDING THE FLAG. THE FLAG WAS 
WHITE AROUND THE EDGES, AND IT HAD BLUE AND RED STRIPES
